We reserve the right to reject any 
bid, to determine the opening price, to set bidding in- 
crements, to vary the order of the auction, to reopen bid- 
ding in the case of a dispute, to withdraw any lot, to bid on 
behalf of CNG, to bid on behalf of the consignor, and to 
permit the consignor to bid on his own lots.

Sh All coins are guaranteed genuine. Attribution, 
date, condition and other descriptions are the opinion 
of the cataloguer, and no warranty is expressed or im- 
plied. Please note that an auction sale is not an 
approval sale. Lots examined prior to the sale and 
lots purchased by floor bidders (including bidders exe- 
cuting commission bids on behalf of other parties) may not 
be returned for any reason except lack of authenticity. All 
claims of misdescription and all claims of return, ex- 
cept claims regarding authenticity, must be made within

Alexander the Molossian, king of Epeiros, was hired by Tarentum to provide a mer- 
cenary army capable of fending off Oscan attacks on southern Italy. Alexander was 
successful, but Tarentum discovered to its dismay that it was easier to hire a merce- 
nary than to fire one. Alexander began to establish his own empire in the south, ne- 
gotiating a “sphere of influence” treaty with Rome, and gaining the support of small- 
er cities jealous of Tarentum. His plans for an Italian empire collapsed in 331 with his 
death in battle against Lucanian tribesmen.

Thebes was the principal city of Boeotia and the leader of the Boeotian League, a con- 
federation of cities. This association is represented by the uniformity of design their 
coins display. On the obverse is the Boeotian shield, recognizable by its distinctive 
shape. Initially the individual issuers identified themselves. However, in the early Sth 
to early 4th centuries BC, issues are usually in the name of Thebes alone or that of the 
league. After 371 BC the legend is usually a personal name. 

The abbreviated names appearing on the reverse of this type of coin are those of mem- 
bers of the eriteAeic (inspectors of weights and measures), a part of the central 
council of the Boeotian League responsible for supervising the mint.

AA MQmay refer to Damokleidas. He was a friend of Pelopidas, a prominent Theban 

exile. In 382 BC Leontiades, a magistrate of Thebes, invited a group of Spartan soldiers 
passing by to occupy the city. He then proceeded to take control and imprisoned or 
killed his opponents. In 379 BC Pelopidas led a group of seven men to Thebes in a plot 
to regain the city. The seven disguised themselves as women and Leontiades’ secre- 
tary, an accomplice, introduced then: at a party the magistrate was having for his fol- 
lowers. The surprised and drunken men were quickly dealt with.

Athens produced a steady supply of tetradrachms from the early fifth century BC to 


| the conquest of the city by Demetrios Poliorketes in 294 BC. The ‘owls’ popularity as 


an international trade currency led to an extreme conservatism of style which, while 


| allowing its ready acceptance over most of the ancient world, froze its design in the 


past. 
When Athens entered a period of prosperity in the early 2nd century BC, it again 
struck tetradrachms in quantity. Although keeping the same basic design, the ‘New 


| Style’ tetradrachm drastically revamped the details. On the obverse the archaizing head 
| of Athena was replaced with an ornate adaptation of the Athena Parthenos of Pheidias. 


On the reverse the owl now stood on an amphora surrounded by a wreath. Also in- 
cluded were magistrates’ names, symbols, and even the month in which it was struck.

This coin illustrates the difficulties in the chronology of the new style tetradrachm. 
Thompson associates the magistrate Mikion with inscriptions from Athens record- 
ing a victor of that name in the Panathenaic games, dated to 182 BC and 178 BC 
by Ferguson and Kirchner. The Nike would commemorate that victory. Her high 
chronology date of 169/168 BC fits with this dating, but the lower chronology proposed 
by Markholm leaves a 41 year gap between the latest inscription and coin.

Zeus. The satrap Hekatomnos made it his capitol. Mausollos moved the seat of gov- 
ernment to Halikarnassos in circa 367 BC where it remained until the city was cap- 
tured by Alexander the Great in 334 BC. According to Margaret Thompson, who 
dates these coins to the late 4th to 3rd centuries BC, they may represent an attempt by 
Mylasa to regain its former pre-eminence.

Babelon had attributed this series to Evagoras IL, king of Salamis on Cyprus, while 
Price leaves it as an uncertain Persian satrap. One possible source might be the 
satrap Memnon (336-333 BC), originally the governor of Lydia, and after the defeat 
of the Persians at the Granicus, the supreme commander of Persian forces in the 
west. Memnon came to the assistance of Rhoontopates of Caria, but after the fall of 
Halikarnassos conceived the bold plan of carrying the war to Greece itself, where 
the Spartans and other Greeks, chafing under Macedonian rule, offered potential 
allies. Darius provided him with the funds to equip a fleet and mercenary army, but 
after capturing Chios and part of Lesbos, Menmon died of illness before he could re- 
duce Mytilene, a rear base necessary to support his invasion fleet. The Persian king 
on these tetradrachms might represent Memnon’s lost capital at Sardeis (the mint for 
Persian darics and sigloi in the west) as well as the treasure provided by Darius to sup- 
port his operations against Alexander.

Antioch was the principal mint for the Seleucid kings, and after Pompey annexed 
Syria, the Romans took over the mint. One of the main denominations of Syria was 
the tetradrachm of Antioch (the other being the shekel of Tyre). They are dated on 
the reverse by a variety of eras, the most common for both silver and bronze being the 
Caesarian era (year 1 = 49/48BC). Other dating methods were the Actian era (year 
= 32/31BC) used by Augustus and Tiberius, and the use of regnal years by various 
emperors. Some coins have dates in two eras. About 60 AD production of the shekel 
of Tyre ceased and the ‘eagle’ tetradrachm of Antioch started to be struck in large 
quantities to replace it. This would be the standard design for the next two centuries.

Recent scholarship suggests that this rare issue of aes coinage with Latin legends 
was struck at Perinthus. The style is quite distinct from the two western issues of Rome 
and Lugdunum, and there is nothing in common with the Latin issues of Antioch or 
Corinth. Provenance, when known, is almost always in the northwest Balkan area. 
In addition, the cotns are frequently encountered countermarked with Galban stamps 
(CAA KAI and TAABA) that were used to countermark provincial Perinthian issues.

Under Trajan and Hadrian several series of bronze quadrantes were struck in the 
name of the imperial mines in Noricum, Dalmatia, Pannonia and Moesia (Dardania). 

These operations supplied metal for the mint at Rome, and perhaps were the sites of 
workshops to produce coinage for local circulation or as donatives. Others theorize that 
these pieces were struck at Rome itself, and served some unidentified function, much 
as the contemporary “nome” coinage struck at Alexandria in Egypt. Whatever the 
circumstances, these pieces saw limited use, and, except for one rare type struck by 
Marcus Aurelius, were not issued at any other period.

In July of 118 AD, Hadrian made his first appearance in Rome as emperor to celebrate 


a Parthian triumph in the name of Trajan. He was quickly called away to Moesia 
to subdue the Sarmatians and Roxolani. While away, four high ranking senators, 
Lucius Quietus, Cornelius Palma, L. Publius Celsus and C. Avidius were executed 
by the Senate for an alleged conspiracy against Hadrian, despite a promise by Hadrian 
not to execute members of the Senate. To calm a suspicious public opinion, Hadrian 
held a week long gladiatorial show, granted an extra public largess and as this coin ad- 
vertises, relinquished the public debt to the state equalling 900 million sestertit. This 
event culminated in an elaborate ceremony held in the Forum of Trajan where all 
records of these debts were set ablaze.

A Nice Offering of Pertinax Denarii 


Pertinax had a very remarkable and distinguished career. His father was a former slave 
who upon freedom became a successful wool merchant. With his wealth, he was able 
to have his son educated and Pertinax became a teacher. In 161, he left his teaching po- 
sition, opting instead for a military career and greater pay. Once there, he quickly dis- 
tinguished himselfand was rapidly promoted from commander of a cohort to military 
tribune, then to consul, and eventually to governor of several provinces, including 
Upper and Lower Moesia, Dacia, Syria and Africa. In 189, Commodus appointed him 
urban prefect of Rome, and from this position he was able to seize control of the 
Empire upon the death of Commodus on the last day of December, 192 AD. 
Unfortunately, Pertinax attempted to reform the government and military too quick- 
ly, and was assassinated by disgruntled praetorians on 28 March 193, after a reign 
of only 87 days.

The Portraiture of Caracalla 


The portraiture of Caracalla shows him growing up during his 22 years in the 
public eye. Made Caesar at the age of 8, his first coins depict a round cheeked 
child (an example is lot 2106). Made Augustus at 10, he still appears quite 
young (lot 2110). Lot 2107 struck in 205 AD shows him asa teenager. At the 
time of his joint reign with Severus and Geta his bearded portrait is that of an 
adult (lot 2117). During his sole reign he changed his image from that of a 














youthful man to an experienced, determined leader (lot 2126). The coins of 
Geta, his brother and temporary co-emperor, received similar treatment 
from childhood up to Geta’s assassination at 22. Caracalla’s coinage comes 
near the end of the period of great Roman portraiture. The highly realistic (al- 
most photographic in some instances) treatment of the subject would soon 
give way to less accurate, more symbolic images. The fabric of the coins also 
no longer allowed for the near 3-D portraits of the past. Roman celators 
were still capable of fine work, but in an empire beset with many serious 
problems future emperors would choose images that presented themselves 
as they wanted to be seen. (For further reading see “Classicism to Abstraction:

In early 216 AD, Caracalla assembled a substantial force (at least 8 legions) along the 
Syrian frontier, for what would prove to be Caracalla’s final triumph. The Parthian 
empire had been engaged in a civil war since 213, with Vologases V in control of} 
half the empire and Artabanus V in control of the other half. Caracalla took advantage 
of this division and sided with Artabanus, even proposing marriage with Artabanus’ 
daughter to cement the alliance. The plan went awry though, and Caracalla marched 
against an unprepared Artabanus. After ravaging the countryside east of the Tigris 
unhindered, Caracalla returned to Edessa to spend the winter. It is this “victory” 
that is celebrated on this coin. Caracalla no doubt would also have assumed the title 
Parthicus and celebrated a 4th acclamation of imperator had his life not been suddenly 
cut short on April 8,217 AD.

Very little is known of the usurper Tiberius Claudius Marinus Pacatianus, who 
seized power in Upper Moesia in 248 AD. It is believed that Pacatian was killed by his 
own troops shortly after he seized control. 











Vimminacium ts the most probable sight for Pacatian’s mint, and a comparison with the 
local aes coinage shows remarkable similarity of style. Seven different reverses were 
used on the antoniniani of Pacatian — Concordia, Felicitas, Fides, Fortuna, Pax, 
Roma and Victory —all common themes in the third century. Such a variety of re- 
verse types would suggest a large issue of coins, though today all coins of Pacatian are 
very rare, with fewer than 100 coins of all varieties known.

The Coinage of Postumus 


Postumus, the governor of Lower Germany, revolted from Gallienus in the 
autumn of 260 and created the Gallic empire, which was to survive as a sep- 
arate state for fifteen years. The breakaway empire was initially composed of 
the three Gallic provinces, Lugdunensis, Aquitania and Narbonensis, plus 
Upper and Lower Germany. Eventually, Britain and Spain would join in 
the revolt. 


Postumus was extremely popular, and enjoyed outstanding success in de- 
fending and restoring the Rhine frontier from Frankish and Alemannic in- 
cursions. However, by 268 his popularity had waned, and the governor of 
Upper Germany, Laelianus, revolted. Laelianus’ support seems to have 
rapidly withered however, and within just a few months, Postumus had 
defeated the usurper. Postumus’ downfall came when he was murdered 
by his soldiers for refusing to allow them to pillage the city of Moguntiacum 
(Mainz), the headquarters of Laelianus.

To further strengthen his hold on power, Constantine claimed descent from Claudius 
Gothicus. Although there is no truth to this claim, it does illustrate the importance of 
propaganda for Roman society. Constantine, in his role as the ‘pious’ descendant, is- 
sued coins to ‘commemorate’ his beloved ancestor. The idea, of course, was that 
whenever Romans passed these base-metal coins in their everyday transactions, 
they would recollect the astounding successes of Roman arms against the Goths un- 
der Claudius, and thereby associate the good qualities of Claudius with Constantine.

In 324 civil war broke out between Constantine and Licinius. When they came to 
blows near Hadrianopolis, Licinius, whose army was numerically superior in both 
foot and cavalry, was defeated by Constantine and fell back on Byzantium. His position 
there was not secure, however, and he was soon cut off from his fleet. He retreated to 
Chalcedon, where he promoted his controller of ministries, Martinian, as his co- 
Augustus, and left him to prevent Constantine from crossing the strait. Martinian 
was unable to accomplish the task and was captured by Constantine's forces shortly 
thereafter. He was executed by orders of Constantine in 325 after having short respite 
under guard in Cappadocia.

Assembled over the last 5 years, the following 24 lots of folles of Constantine 
Tas Caesar represent Part 1 of a small collection we will be selling over our 
next three sales. Assembled with an eye for quality, rarity or both, this col- 
lection is one of the broadest collections offered publically in many years. 


In general, the coins of Constantine I as Caesar are very scarce. Quality pieces 
are few and far between. The full size folles (approx. 10 grams) are decidely 
rare as they were struck only for the first few months of Constantine's reign 
as Caesar. Several weight reductions soon followed. Coins are known from 
nearly all the mints in operation at the time with those from the western 
mints being more common (as these were under Constantine’s command), 
while those of the eastern mints are rarer, with the Serdica mint being the 
rarest (see our December 1997 sale for a specimen from Serdica). 


In the west, coins of Constantine as Caesar were struck from July of 306 un- 
til December of 307, while the east continued to strike coins for him as Caesar 
a little longer. One would expect there to be very few types or varieties struck 
insucha short span of time, but there are over 200 different varieties of folles 
of Constantine as Caesar, and another 30 or so silver and gold issues. Add to 
this all the political intrigue and military posturing going on during these crit- 
ical years, the coinage of Constantine I makes for an interesting collecting 
theme.

The Ptolemaic cult of Serapis and Isis enjoyed great popularity throughout Hellenistic 
and Roman times, and indeed the Romans, like the Greeks and Persians before them, 
were fascinated by the culture and monuments of ancient Egypt. The Ptolemies and 
the Roman emperors were not content with just being the foreign rulers of this fas- 
cinating land, but they wanted to be viewed as Pharaohs and the legitimate succes- 
sors of the Dynastic pharoahs. To this end, they portrayed themselves as Pharoahs to 
the native population and even brought back certain aspects of the Egyptian cul- 
ture and religion to their own native countries and cities. The Egyptian concept of the 
Pharaoh as a god was appealing to the Roman emperors (the aging Julius Caesar 
was especially taken with this concept during his romance with Cleopatra). This 
particular little bronze was possibly issued during the time of Julian Il in an attempt 
to revive the pagan religions and institutions as Christianity started to overshad- 
ow them in both importance and popularity.

Jovinus was a Gallo-Roman noble who, with the support of Burgundians, Alemanni 
and Franks, usurped power in Gaul during the autumn of 411. Virtually nothing is 
known of Jovinus’ short reign, although it is apparent that he enjoyed substantial sup- 
port as he controlled the three mints of Lyon, Trier and Arles. In 412, he proclaimed 
his brother Sebastian co-emperor, but before the end of the following year, they were 
both dead as a result of the treachery of the goth Athulfus.

Majorian came from an illustrious Italian family and he was considered a possible suc- 
cessor to the throne after the death of Valentinian III in 455. With the deposition of 
Avitus in October 456, he and Ricimer were the de facto rulers of the West, until he 
was proclaimed emperor by the army on 1 April 457. Just as Avitus had not been 
accepted in Italy, Majorian was not accepted in Gaul, and he successfully led military 
campaigns tn 458/9 to quell any threat of revolt from that quarter. He did not have such 
luck in Spain, however, as in 460/1 his two naval expeditions against Gaiseric met with 
disaster. In the meantime, he also had aroused the suspicions of Ricimer, and after his 
return to Rome on 2 August 461, he was seized, and five days later, he was beheaded. 


All of Majorian’s coinages are scarce, if not rare. The bronze issues were struck at 
Mediolanum (Milan), Ravenna and Rome, and the Milan issue is exceptional for the 


fact that the mint was not a moneta publica - this and an uncertain specimen of 


Nepos being the only bronze it is known to have issued. In the absence of the mint- 


| | mark, a situation which ts frequently encountered on the fifth-century aes coinage due 


to the small flan size and crude workmanship, often one must depend totally on style 


| | for mint attribution. In the case of Majorian’s Milan issue this becomes quite easy as 
the style is distinctive, most noticeably in the bulbous facial features, long neck and 


egg-shaped head.

A solidus with this obverse die was published in Peus Auktion 337, lot 651 asa coin 
of the Suevi of Spain. There is, however, nothing distinctly Suevic about the piece, and 
more importantly, if it were Suevic, it would be the only imitation of Arcadius struck 
in the west. All the western tribes, the Suevi and the Visigoths, struck coinage in 
name of the western emperor, Honorius, exclusively. These solidi must be attributed 
to.an uncertain eastern Germanic or Balkan group until further information is 
found on them. The replacement of R’s with B's (ABCADIVS) should allow a distinct 
catagory to be defined.

The island of Sicily provided an anchor for the Byzantine presence in Italy, and pro- 
vision for the military and civil authorities stationed there was a high priority for 
the government at Constantinople. During the reign of Heraclius, a series of coun- 
termarked folles was issued at Constantinople for shipment to Sicily with the ap- 
parent intent of stabilizing a difficult economic situation. Regular production of 
folles at Syracuse would only start under Constans II, and the mint continued in op- 
eration with relatively minor periods of inactivity until 878 when the city succumbed 
to Arab attack. Presented here is an opportunity to acquire a nice collection of most of 
the major types issued during the mint’s operation.

It is difficult to determine into which series this piece belongs. The continental (Gallo- 
Belgic) prototype, sometimes attributed to the Morini (Scheers 116) has a reverse | 
type described as “tree by river”. The Durotriges adapted the type until it becomes a 
“bird” by a zig-zag pattern. This piece has the “river” witha strange object halfway 
between a tree and a bird, as well asa spiral-form animal.
